of Argentina is a problem. 
It is estimated that the world’s 
carrying capacity of the ocean is 35 
per cent less than normal, owing to 
the forcible laying tip of German and 
Austrian boats ami the employment 
of possibly 200 English boats for the 
transportation of troops. 
Another drawback to the shipments 
of wheat out of Argentina is the ap­ 
pearance of a large fleet of German 
war vessels off the South American 
coast, which has caused more or less 
apprehension. 
Argentina will be un­ 
able to ship much wheat to the allies 
unless the activity of the vessels of 
the kaiser are checked. 
It is a noticeable fact that the im- \ 
porting nations of the world are well | 
posted as to the movement of war 
vessels in the neighborhood of the 
Argentine republic, and that they be­ 
lieve that considerable trouble will be 
experienced In bring the wheat now !

David Brown and his brother, Adam 
Brown, in their home at Tamms, 111., 
clgteen miles north of Cairo, last Fri­ 
day night. 
Clapp also implicated in the mur­

and 
robbery plot his nephew, 
Lester Moody, Hi years 
old, 
with 
whom he was arrested at the home of 
his 
half-sfSter, 
Mrs. Verney Grace, 
at 3036 Washington avenue. 
After much questioning by detec­ 
tives, Clapp, shortly before 2 p. rn., 
complained that his heart felt weak 
and he seemed about to faint. When 
he was revived he told of the double 
murder 
and 
robbery. 
Moody had 
been questioned separately and de­ 
nied knowledge of the crime. 
In bis confession Clapp said he and 
Moody were hard up 
and 
wanted 
money to come to St. Ix>uis. 
They 
knew’ the Brown brothers had money 
and went to their home Friday night, 
armed with revolvers. 
Clapp said he went into the house 
and opened fire on the Browns, who 
had retired. 
He said he fired six 
shots. 
Moody, 
he 
said, 
also 
at­ 
tempted to fire, 
but 
his 
revolver 
failed to work. 
Clapp was pallid 
and 
frequently 
complained of a pain in his heart. 
He is a tall, slender youth apparently 
in poor health. 
Clapp said he and his nephew’ had 
been boarding in Tamms. His mother 
and Moody’s sister lived near Tomms. 
He said he and Moody decided to 
commit the crime when they were 
told that Mrs. Clapp and Miss Moody 
were out of funds and had had no 
Thanksgiving dinner. 
The night of the crime, he said, 
he and Moody stole a team or horses 
from Ben Tinsley's stable and rode 
bareback to the Brown home. A few 
days before lie had bought a ^evolver 
from a negro. 
After the shooting, 
he 
said, 
he 
threw’ his revolver in a creek and he 
and Moody rowed across the Missis­ 
sippi river in a boat 
which 
they 
stole. 
On arriving in St. Louis, he said, 
they bought $150 worth of clothing. 
According to his confession they took 
$200 from the pockets of the Brown 
brothers and this w’as all they stole. 
Moody and Clapp were arrested at 
the request of Alexander county au­ 
thorities. 
The young men were taken up on a 
telephone message from Lee B. Davis, 
a deputy sheriff at Tamms. 
David Brown, 63 years 
old,

Adam Brown, 55, w’ere last seen by 
neighbors at their farmhouse Friday 
night.

told to District Attorney E. S. Wach- 
horst, atter maintaining for tw’o days 
that he was innocent, he entered the 
church early in the 
afternoon and 
found the Milling 
girl playing 
the 
p*ano in the basement. She was sit­ 
ting on (he piano stool with a doll’s 
dress on her lap, he said. 
She had 
been in the habit of 
going 
to 
the 
basement of the church with other 
Utile girls to make doll dresses 
for 
Christmas presents 
for 
poor child­ 
ren. 
f !} * 
Fountain said ho was putting the 
chairs in place when the girl began 
to playfully draw 
them 
about 
and 
telling him he could not catch her. 
He caught her and he did not remem­ 
ber what happened after that. 
“Then I was away from the church 
till about 2:30,” Fountain said. “Then 
I went back and saw the 
little 
girl 
there and recognized what had taken 
rlace. I took the 
child’s 
body and 
carried it up into the 
attic of the 
church and laid it down on the '/aft­ 
ers. 
“I then left the church. I returned 
later and went to the attic. I brought 
the body down and placed it at the 
foot of the stairs, and then made a 
report that I had 
found 
the child 
dead.” 
Fountain said he did not remem­ 
ber of killing the girl or of wrapping 
the rope around her neck. It is be­ 
lieved by the authorities 
that after 
choking the child into submission he 
tied the rope around her neck to as­ 
sist in carrying her into the attic, as 
it w’as necessary to climb a ladder 
to get there 
The grand jury has indicted Foun­ 
tain on a charge of murder. 
The statement, “maybe I did it and 
maybe I didn’t,” was 
the beginning 
of Fountain’s weakening, the police 
said. Afterward they drew from him 
what they described as a full account 
of the crime. 
Fountain, according to his previous 
statement', had served 
five peniten­ 
tiary terms for burglary and a year 
and a half in an Iowa insane asylum. 
He was thought to be “queer,” 
but 
harmless. 
He himself made the first report of 
the finding of the body.

58.1.)

The pastor cer­ 
tainly has the happy faculty of stat­

Every unbiased student of the Bible 
surely will agree that our Redeemer 
and His disciples manifested great hu­ 
mility, in contrast with the clergy of 
our day and of centuries past.

inations; but their earthly member­ 
ship, contrary to the Scriptures, does 
not promote them in the Lord’s es­ 
teem; but, on the contrary, they are 
hindered thereby.

Isaiah 38:18 is 
part of Ilezekiah’s prayer of thanks 
when he recovered from his sickness. 
Those in the grave have no hope. In 
that vei^ day that man’s breath goeth 
forth “ilk' thoughts perish” (Psalm 
14G:4). 
There is no “w’ork, nor de­ 
vice, nor knowledge, nor wisdom in 
the grave” (Esslesiastes 9:10). 
The 
dead are asleep, unconscious. Though 
the living have hope on their behalf, 
and may understand and delight in the 
truth as God is pleased to unfold it 
the dead “know not anything*’ (Ec­ 
clesiastes 9:5). 
If it were true that 
God tortures his enemies eternally, the 
atrocities of the dark ages might be 
lauded as supreme manifestations of 
Christian virtue.
